Tests  Are 


Suspended 


The  Selective  Service  College 
Qualification  Test,  used  since 
1951  in  student  deferment  cases, 
has  been  suspended. 


The  suspension  of  the  test  us- 
ually given  in  April,  was  an- 
nounced by  Colonel  Evan  P.  Clay, 
state  director  of  selective  ser- 
vice for  Utah. 


IT  IS  BKING  discontinued  be- 
cause of  the  small  number  of 
students  who  have  applied  for 
the  test  in  recent  years,  said 
Col.  Clay. 


The  score  made  on  the  test 
was  weighed  by  the  local  board 
with  other  information  in  decid- 
ing to  defer  a student. 


The  testing  program  was  ini- 
tiated in  1951.  By  April,  1954, 
more  than  530,000  had  been  test- 
ed. 


WITH  THE  end  of  the  Korean 
conflict  the  average  age  of  in- 
duction rose.
